Late Fall Is Best as Winter Rains 
Will W o rk It Into Soil— Spread aa 
Soon as Air-Slacked. 


Tho latter part of the fall Is the best 
time to lime the pasture, as the winter 
rains and snows wUl gradually work 
it Into the soil. 
A medium dressing, 
about 40 bushels or air-slacked lime 
spread to the acre, is about the light 
quantity to use. 
One bushel of fresh­ 
ly-burnt lime, when air slacked, will 
I make two bushels; 20 bushels of fresh- 
I ly burnt lime will cost six cents per 
bushel at the kiln, which Is $1.20 per 
acre, not counting the hauling. 
This 
Is an economical dressing 
for 
one 
acre of grass pasture. The lime should 
be spread as soon as It Is air-slacked. 
The field should be run over with a 
sharp lron-tooth harrow, and about ten 
pounds of a mixture of timothy, red 
top and blue grass sown to the acre. 
In the spring sow two pounds of red 
clover, one pound of white clover, and 
one pound of alalia cloverseed to tho 
acre. The clover and grass will make 
a rapid growth In the spring lf the 
land is In good health. 
Lime sweet­ 
ens land; kills out sorrel; rots up the 
vegetable matter; disintegrates 
the 
hard particles of clay and puts the 
ground In good condition for 
plant 
growth. 
Ground limestone Is now quite large­ 
ly used and has some advantages over 
burnt lime. 
Being ground very floe* 
It may be drilled in with the seed in 
any quantity. Ground limestone has 
a very mild action on the soil, and is 
not as effective as burnt lime* It is 
now recommended tor light lands and 
for land that Is to he sown in alfalfa. 
Two to three tons la said to be the 
proper dressing for one acre. 
Prepared lime or agricultural lime Is 
made by adding water to caustic lime 
out of contact with air. 
By this pro­ 
cess 56 pounds of caustic lime becomes 
74 pounds of hydrate of lima.

The following account of a bob sled 
was sent us years ago by D. IL Ray­ 
mond; he u*«ed it for years for logging, 
and it has the advantage that it will 
turn short corners and enable a team 
to draw one-fourth more than any 
other sled. 
T he tongue is not set stiff, but is 
fastened to the nose-piece with two 
cie vices—one on the tongue, and one 
on the cross piece, making a sort of 
universal joint, permitting it to turn 
at right angles, and allowing the team 
to turn half around without moving 
the load, and to clear trees and logs.

The draft-chain being entirely inde­ 
pendent of the tongue, the latter may 
be made light. 
If used much on the 
road, it should be heavier, and set 
stiff. 
The bobs are coupled together with 
a forked cable chain in place of a i 
reach, w ith a grab hook on each end, j 
and a ring in the center. 
This ring is 
put into a clevis at the rear end of 
the saddle-plank of the front bob, the 
other ends of the chain to rings on 
the nose of the rear bob. 
The ring*- 
are large enough for the chain to 
double through, so as to let them oui 
ur draw* them together, and by which 
logs of any length from 8 to 25 feet 
may be placed equally on both. 
The 
rings, properly put on, cannot catch a 
tree or brush; and the chains playing 
up and down, permit the rear bob to 
go over the roughest ground, logs or 
brush. 
The shoes of the runners are made 
of the hardest dry wood, sawed slight 
Iv across the grain, so as to wear with 
it. They will last a whole winter. The 
lower figure in Fig. 2 shows how they

The saddle-plank. on the front 
hob. should be 2 \ k inches thick and a t 
fobt wide, to support the king bolt ane 
whole load.
